LOCAL AND GENERAL NEWS, 


IAUGHT AFTER EIGHT YEARS. 


An Old Pension Attorney in Jail at 


Springfield. 


The Spriufjfleld Journal gives an ic- 


ereBting history of the deeds and final 
apture ot Henry T. L. Reynolds, now a 
ineoner in the Springfield jail, with 
ourteen indictments for pension frauds 
hanging over his head. He has been a 
ugitive from justice for eight years. The 
itale Journal says: 


Ileynolds used to be a lawyer at Shel- 


iyville, and made a specialty of pension 
business. He was first indicted Febra- 
ry 24,1881, for withholding money from 
a pensioner. He was fonnd guilty, and 
'.ned 8100 and costs, which he promptly 
•aid. He remained in the business until 
uly 23, 18K-S, when the United States 
;rand jury found ten indictments against 
lira for demanding illegal fees from pen- 
ioners. In January of the next year four 
more indictments were returned, making 


total of fourteen. 
While the grand 


ury was grinding out the firft of the two 
matches of indictments, he became aware 
if the proceeding and fled for parts un- 
known. Two years later a report was 
mblished in the papers at Buffalo, New 
I'ork, to the effect that a man had crossed 
rom Canada to Buffalo and was found 
dead on the streets, with nearly 84,000 on 
jis person, and that letters found in his 
jockets indicated that the dead man was 
lenry T. L. Reynolds, of Shelbyviile, 111. 
i'apers contairJlng this report were sent 
out all over the west and published in 
many western yapers. This report is DOW 
supposed to have been instigated by 
Reynolds himself for the purpose of 
securing the dismissal of the indictments 
against him here. They were simply re 
moved from the docket, however, with 
eave to reinstate. Reynolds was located 
at Chicago by a special agent of the Pen- 
sion Bureau, and the pension commis- 
sioner sent to Major Connolly the infor- 
mation that led to his arrest. Reynolds 
was living at Chicago at 145 Seminary 
avenue, and was employed by the Ly- 
coming Rubber Compiny at 177 Fifth 
avenue.

Yesterday's nre started at U.Soa.m.; 
-.aged over eight hours; devastated a 
square mile of the business section of 
the city, and caused a loss estimated at 
SlO 000 000. In fact the greater part of 
the Fourth ward is wiped out, as regards 
the 
shoe manufacturing blocks and

The Montana Muddle. 


Gov. Toole. of Montana, who achieved 


the distinction of being the only Demo- 
cratic candidate to pull through at the 
recent election in that state, has struck 
out in an entirely new direction. The 
constitution' adopted at the same elec- 
tion which chote him as governor, pro- 
vided certain menns for canvassing the 
vote, and after these means had been em- 
ployed to determine his owu election he 
ibBues a ''ukase" to the effect that the 
same means cannot be used to declare the 
result of the election of members of the 
legislature. And to secure ft partisan 
a 1 vantage he presumes to decide the 
mutter Lirupelf, and to determine who are 
and who are not members. It is a rule 
as- old Hb the states themselves that each 
branch of the legislature itself is the sole 
.ndge of the election and qualification of 
its members, and probably there is not a 
single state in the Union which .has not 
placed this provision in its organic law, 
But Gov. Toole assumes to decide other- 
wise, and thus far not a single Demo- 
cratic newspaper has opened its mouth 
to question the righteousness of the de- 
cision. Fortunately, however, the Sen- 
ate of the United States has a final 
voice in the determination of the ques- 
tion as to the right of Gov. Toole to 
thus override all law, for when the game 
of electing United States Senators comes 
to be played out—and this is the main 
stake that is being played ^for—that 
august body will have the last guess on 
the question, and from its decision there 
will be no appeal, unless this new Kooky 
Mountain governor should assume to set 
up his ideas of law in opposition to it. 


THE case of Sam Ritchie vs. The Vil- 


lage of Warrensburg has been decided in 
the court of appeal against Mr. Ritchie, 
who will now be called upon to fork over 
costs to the amount of about 8200. 
The 


origin of the case was the arrest of 
Ritchie at Warrensburg for disturbing 
the peace.

\ Pnicoss of Wliich the Public Knows Very 


Little— h\er> I'aje Pnnteil by Hand. 
If the public w ill be as much surpribcd 


to learn how sheft music H printed as 
was tlie v.ritrr, this article "ill be read 
with int. n.it. 
A walk through tha 


printing looms of the largest music pub- 
lishing hotit-e in Boston, undei the tutel- 
age of its courteous foreman, is full of 
interesting instruction. 


It wa» into one of the many "lofts" in 


which the establishment abounds that 
the reporter was taken. 
One door was 


filled with a vt-ntable lacework of long 
poles, placed horizontally, which were 
loadt'i "lit of sight with sheet musio 
hung upon them to dry. The whole 
place had the air of washing day at 
home, and the reporter 
involuntarily 


glanced around if perchance he might 
get a glance of cold dinner lying about. 


"As faat as the sheets are printed we 


hang them here over night," said the 
foreman, "and then place them between 
pasteboards and press them flat. Then 
they are ready for market. 
Come up 


into the press rooms." 


The press rooms are very unlike their 


newspaper prototypes. 
Not a sound 


loud enough to interfere with conversa- 
tion is heard in them, for sheet music ia 
printed all by hand. 


Two kinds of presses are uied; the old 


style "plank" press and the improved or 
'•D" press. The latter consists of a slid- 
ing table several feet square, on which 
are two raised blocks just the sire of a 
sheet of music, on which are placed the 
plates from which the printing is done. 


The plates having been inked and the 


paper laid on them, the printer gives a 
turn to an immense wheel, 5t feet in 
diameter, the sliding table slides under a 
large roller covered with a belt, and the 
paper is forced against the plate, thus 
giving the impression; and another revo- 
lution of the wheel bring? the apparatus 
back to its original position. The "plank" 
press is like the other, except that in 
using it the plates are inked on a bench 
and laid on the blocks every time an im- 
pression is taken, while with the "D" 
press the plates are not removed from 
the blocks until the edition is run off. 


"Now, here is a man printing title 


pages," said the foreman. 
"We print 


only one sheet at a time, and a man can 
take from 1,500 to 1,800 impressions a 
day. This plate, which looks exactly 
like silver, is composed of zinc, lead and 
britanma, and is made almost exclusively 
in New York. Every publishing house 
manufactures its own ink. It can't be 
bought. 
It is very particular stuff and 


must h« made just so, ar'l it is a very 
delicate matter to make and take care of 
it. This title page has been engraved by 
hand. 
The dfviign is sunken, you see. 


When engraved the plate is put on a hot 
block, anil beeswax is melted into the 
design. That, too, is a ticklish matter. 
If we wipe it off too soon, we spoil it, 
and if we let it get too hard it crumbles 
and won't hold the ink. 
Onco bees- 


waxed, a plate can be used for printing 
for years. 


'•Engraving the music plates is a dif- 


ferent process, however, from that used 
in making the title page. 
The engraver 


has to have a separate tool for every kind 
of note—half, whole, quarter, rests, etc, 
Ills outfit costs $400. lie does not carve 
into the plate as wood engravers do, but 
stamps out each note separately with a 
hammer, 
You can imagine what nice 


work it is to adjust the Uwls just right, 
and how hard it is to engrave a sheet of 
music." 


The reporter watched the process of 


printing, and saw something like this: 
After the plate had been fastened to its 
block on the press the printer inks it 
with a hood roller, just as other printers 
ink their tj pe in taking proofs. He then 
wipes the plate carefully with a cloth; 
the ink sticks to the beeswax, which 
rovers the design or the notes, and the 
rest of the plate is comparatively clean. 
A second wiping w ith another rag leaves 
all luit the design ehinmgly clean, the 
paper us laid on, and the great wheel, re- 
vcih ing soon takes the impression and 
reruins the printed p.»ges to the printer's 
hand 
1 he plate is then wiped again, 


milked, n-wipi d twice, and, in fact, un- 
deigoes the ••inic process between each 
inipre—-ion. 


"It is a cm mill fa''t," continued the 


forrm-in, "that although this w m k is all 
done by hand the printers m-\ or touch 
the paper. 
A piece of p:.-teb.iard is 


folded double and used a-, a holder, and 
with that the printer handles all his 
sheets, and ne^er lets his inky hands 
rome in contact with them."

A I'eriod Dear to Romantic Young Blen 


and Maidens—Old Formulas C«d to De- 
cide the All Important Question as to 
Who Would Be the Bride or tbe Groom. 


From its first organization Halloween 


has been invested with a peculiarly mys- 
tic character. It ia an almost universal 
superstition that supernatural influences 
then have unusual power; that devils, 
witches and fairies are abroad; that all 
spirits are free to roam through space, 
and that the spiritual elements in all 
living humanity can be detached from 
corporeal restraint and made to read its 
own future or to reveal to others what 
fate may have in store for them. As 
there is nothing in the church celebra- 
tion of the ensuing day of All Saints' to 
justify these singular ideas and customs 
associated with Halloween, and as none 
of them are of a religious character we 
may justly regard them as relics of pagan 
times. 


READISO THE FOTUEE. 


In all ages and countries Halloween 


has been deemed, as it still is, the occa- 
sion par excellence for divining the an- 
swer to that momentous question which 
absorbs so large a share of the thoughts 
of romantic young men and maidens, 
'•"Who is to marry whom?" The means 
employed to gain this much desired in- 
formation are as quaint and curious as 
they are numerous and varied. For this 
purpose every time and every country— 
almost every district of every country- 
has h»d its own charms and spells pecu- 
liar to itself, and they have furnished an 
almost inexhaustible theme to folk poeta 
and compilers of folk-lore. 


Those of Scotland have been most 


graphically described by that greatest of 
all poets of the people, Robert Burns. 
In his poem of "Halloween" he haa 
given us a most vivid account of more 
than half a score of Halloween charma 
and spells peculiar to the Scottish peas- 
antry.

LIMIT OF THE LEVY, 


A Few Figures Collected by City 


Attorney McDonald. 


In the course of the talk at the city 


hall Monday night it was asserted that 
the city levy could be extended to $80,000 
if necessary. The city attorney has been 
poring over the figures to prepare a state- 
ment for the edification of the mayor and 
ha finds that the equalized tax assess- 
ment for the city of Decatnr for the pres- 
ent year is 82,145,075. Two per cent, of 
that amount can be levied, exclusive of 
payment, of bonded indebtedness and in- 
terest thereon. The ordinance for the 
present fiscal year, passed last Septem- 
ber, required to be raised 847.&13, being 
an excess of 81,741.50 above 2 per cent. 
The amount in the ordinance this year 
for bones and interest is 811,043.02. De- 
ducting the excess of 84,741.50 from 
811,043.02, leaves a balance of 86,301.50, 
which latter sum is the only increase that 
could have been made by general taxa- 
tion, so that the total amount of the 
levy could not have exceeded 853,944.50j 
which it will be observed is considerably 
less than 880,000. 


Zeb Kennard Good for 64 Years 
Zeb Kennard, the all-round Lovington 


horse-thief and habitual criminal, dis- 
covered and arrested through the instru- 
mentality of James C. Lake, of this city, 
had one trial for the larceny of wheat at 
Sullivan on Monday, the jury giving him 
four years in the penitentiary. To-day 
his trial for stealing the Chioago horse is 
in progress. He will be convicted, as the 
proof is positive. It will be his second 
conviction for the same offense, and the 
lowest imprisonment he can receive is 2( 
years; that will be 24 years, andjthen he 
will be convicted of stealing a horse each 
from J. 0 Lake and John S. Taggart 
His lowest sentence will be 20 years eacL 
so that bj the time he goes through the 
mill before Judge Vail with Mr. Lake as 
the chief prosecutor, Kennard will go to 
the pen. with 64 years to serve. He is 
now 3o years of age. The 64 years will 
be equivalent to a life sentence.
